CONGRESS MEETS; 
AT THE CAPITAL 
{JAPAN IS ANGRY 
AT UNITED STATES 


Bank Note Circulation—Amending of 
the Note-Issuing Law Is Strongly 
Recommended—Banks Better Able 
To Provide For 
Redemption of 
Paper Money Issue. 


Washington, Dec. 6.—The annual re­ 
port of James H. Eckels, comptroller 
of the currency, for the year ended 
Oct. 31, 1897, opens with a brief re­ 
view of the history of the legislatior. 
which constitutes the present national 
bank act, and invites the attention of 
congress to amendments to the 
law 
recommended in former reports with­ 
out specifically repeating them. 
On the subject of bank note circula­ 
tion the comptroller says: 
“It is noticeable that 
In 
all 
the 
changes which have been wrought in 
the national currency act from its in­ 
ception to the present time the feature 
subject to criticism, but which was in­ 
tended should constitute the principal 
benefit to be conferred, has remained 
comparatively unchanged, namely, the 
note issuing function. W hatever justi­ 
fication there was in the first instance 
for restricting the issuing 
of 
notes 
against the bonds of the government, 
deposited with the treasurer of 
the 
United States, to 90 per cent of the par 
value thereof, has long since ceased. 
In the report of every comptroller of 
the currency during the last twenty 
years the wisdom of changing the ex­ 
isting law so that 
the 
banks, and 
through 
them 
the communities 
in 
which they are located, might have the 
additional benefit of an added loana­ 
ble capital has been urged. Despite all 
this the law still 
remains 
without 
amendment. Not only should the bank 
act be amended in this particular, but 
congress 
should 
seriously 
consider 
such a change in the method of bank­ 
note issues as will enable the banks of 
the country to more adequately meet 
the demands of trade and commerce in 
all sections of the country. 
It has been seriously suggested more 
than once that the bank note issues be 
done away with, and all paper be is­ 
sued by the government instead. 
The 
danger of such a course is not to be 
overestimated. 
The experience of ev­ 
ery government has been that govern­ 
mental currency paper is a source of 
weakness and danger. 
In the United 
States, where there has been the near­ 
est approach to success, with the vol­ 
ume of the federal paper comparative­ 
ly limited in amount, the credit of the 
government has been more than once 
• put in jeopardy through it. and 
the 
business interests of the country sub­ 
jected to unnecessary loss and confu­ 
sion. 
“The argument that the government 
better than the banks can provide for 
the redemption of paper 
note 
issue 
will not stand the test of a careful 
analysis. 
The 
government 
has 
no 
means for caring for its demand lia­ 
bilities, except through borrowing and 
through the levying of 
taxes. 
Upon 
the other hand, the banks have assets 
which can be promptly converted into 
cash to meet their outstanding notes 
when presented. Their ability to com­ 
mand gold has always been 
beyond 
that of the government, for in each 
financial exigency which has confront­ 
ed the government the banks have fur­ 
nished to it the amounts necessary to 
maintain its solvency. 
It is impossi­ 
ble to believe that with a system of 
bank note issues, based in part upon 
securities and in part upon bank as 
sets 
with a sound, safe and elastic bank 
note issue, always commensurate with 
and responsive to 
the 
demands 
of 
trade. The Bank of England. Bank of 
Scotland and the Bank of Ireland have 
been found to be ample in their re­ 
sources to provide the note issues for 
use iii the trade of the United King­ 
dom. The same is true of the Bank of 
France. The Deutsche Reich shank, or 
German Imperial Bank, lias for more

Charged That Thousands of Dead 
Vet­ 
erans Are on the Rolls. 
New York, Dec. 6.—A dispatch from 
Washington says:

bombshell

about to burst in the pension office 
which will startle the country and for­ 
cibly direct attention to the tremen­ 
dous pension burden which is weigh­ 
ing down the finances of the country. 
Quiet investigations 
have 
been 
in 
progress which point strongly to the 
fact that thousands of dead pension­ 
ers are being carried on the rolls. 
Anually several million of dollars 
are paid out by the government on be­ 
half of pensioners long since in their 
graves. 
Fraud is rampant in certain 
divisions of the bureau in spite of the 
precautions adopted. 
The conditions 
have grown so openly flagrant that the 
country stands on the verge of a great 
national scandal unless prompt meas­ 
ures are taken. 
Officials of the pen­ 
sion bureau, senators, members of the 
cabinet and 
the 
president 
himself 
know the situation and appreciate the 
imperative necessity for a change. 
Two measures have been suggested 
as the necessary first step, and these 
may become effective at a very early 
date. 
They are: 
First, to publish the entire pension 
lists by state, county, and township 
subdivisions; to cut 
off 
pensioners 
living in foreign countries who can­ 
not produce incontestable proof of Che 
validity of their papers. 
Second, to appropriate at least $50,- 
000 for use in revising the rolls and 
to employ an army of men to investi­ 
gate all doubtful cases and to amend 
the pension act of 1890.

Sunday evening Rev. A. W. Hall 
discussed “ What to Read,’' at the 
Court Street church. 
Mr. Hall started 
out on the ground by asking the ques- 
lion, “ Why read at all.” 
He spoke of 
the world of God expression, 
the 
Listine chapel, 
whose door is the 
earth, whose roof 
the sky 
^ a p ­ 
proached and unapproachable. 
He 
spoke of the world of life, life simple, 
life c implex, life stationary, life on 
the wing 
Here God has written 
many a lesson. 
He spoke of the world 
of mankind. 
To know man is more 
than to know books. 
Why? 
Shut 
yourself up in a 6 by 8 room when 
God dings these worlds 
into your 
hand. 
God wants ns to se9 wider 
and hear more acutely. 
But doing 
this and while you do it and that you 
may do it the better, read. An Indian 
has acute visior, but your scientist 
sees a hundred things when the Indian 
sees one. 
Why see with one pair of 
eyes when you can see with a thous- 
Ona? 
Why stand in the valley, when 
you can stand on the mountain of the 
thought and investigation of the past. 
Magnificent centuries are under you. 
You ought to stand high. 
Mr. Hall now spoke a few words on 
how to read. 
Ponder w hat you read. 
Repeat it to yourself. 
Digest it into 
your own mental being. 
The speaker here referred to the 
▼ast 
deal 
of 
literature. 
In the 
Biblioetiegue Nativuale, Paris, th e re ! 
are from 1,827,000 to 2,200,000 vol­ 
umes. 
The British Museum library is 
smaller but has over 1,550,000 vol­ 
umes. 
Two inches thick,these would 
pile seventy-four miles in the air. Six 
inches wide placed side by side this 
library would stretch 220 miles, 
volume a week it would take 30,000 
years to read it. 
But books do not 
begin to measure the reading. 
Thirty 
eight leading newspapers and period, 
icals put out 5,400.000 numbers at a 
single issue. 
Now, life is short. 
Time 
out of all this chaotic universe of lit 
erature. 
What ought you to read? 
This question is tremendously momen­ 
tous. No two persons ought to pursue 
exactly the same course. 
There it aa 
individuality; 
something that makes 
Brown, Brown; not White, not Green, 
not Black, but Brown. 
Out of all the I 
millions of 
books, there are a few 
Brown ought to read—a Brown read­ 
ing course. 
God helps him to find it. 
All that I can do is to lay down a few 
prin iples and designate a few stan­ 
dards. 
Mr. Hall first spoke of what not to 
read: 
First. 
Don’t read the bad; 
you 
wouldn’t read the bad in papers, mag 
azines or books, 
Does your stomach 
know more than your head? 
Second. 
Don’t 
read 
anything 
th a t 
begets 
carelessness* or 
in­ 
difference to God and church 
home. 
Some writers are simply 
aly zing. 
This leads me to a class of romance 
th a t makes life unsatisfactory indeed. 
8ome fiction like that 
of Dickens 
makes the common place especially 
in the home sweet. 
Mr. 
Hall then 
spoke of George Eliot and Thackeray 
and from 
these these three great 
novelists of England went ou to speak 
in praise of Victor Hugo’s great mas­ 
ter piece, Lbs 
Miserables. 
Among 
American authors of fame 
he spoke 
of Hawthorne, our most classical and 
truly 
American writer. 
Mr. 
Hall 
then spoke of reading something solid. 
Under poetry he spoke of Shakespeare, 
his knowledge of man the splendid 
movement of his great dramas, his 
wonderful powers of expression. 
The 
best stylists are pale 
beside him 
He spoke of Wadsworth, his appreci­ 
ation of nature. 
Of Longfellow the 
most popular poet of the world. 
I have mentioned only names in the 
first rank. 
Master these first. 
He dwelt on the certain and large 
good that would come from a study of 
biography and history. 
Oar great need of religious titra tio n 


before worlds were hurled into space 
by creative fingers, He owed simply 
His human existence to Mary. 
In speaking of Christ as God (“ The 
word was God,1') Mr. Hall asked why 
should there be a Christ and a Holy 
Spirit? If you were alone on an is.and 
yoa would want adequate companion­ 
ship. So with God; in Hi J redemptive 
p an both Christ and the Bp'rit have a 
part. 
The oneness in the Trinity is 
not of substance as the old ti eologians 
taught: a spirit has no substance, bat 
a oneness of mind, of heart, of desire, 
of purpose; a closely kaits firm f >r the 
purpose of creating, preserving and 
6aviD g. 
In this prologue it says “ In

It is simply unsearchable in its 
ultimate depth. 
Suffering is the great solvent and 
solution of human life. 
Put people

will begin to quarrel immediately. 
But put people together who have 
suffered aud they are bound and knit 
together by a common feeling and ex­ 
perience. 
When it speaks about the “ love that 
passeth knowledge” it means a love 
that enters into the very heart of 
God, a revelation of the personality 
of God. 
It ha * been said of Alfred 
Tennyson that he helped this genera­ 
tions and the coming generations, not 
so much by the beauty of his art, aB 
by the contribution of the man s life 
its elf, his character and personality. 
God did not so love this world as to 
send down a collection of his thoughts 
and truths or even some of his angels, 
but his only begotten Son.
